following rivers, viz. -— 

Fenny, Droong, Haldah, Kalapaneea, Surtah, Ishamati, Karnafuli, Sylock, Sungoo, Dolu, . 
Horigar, Tankawati, Matamori, Fadgong, Bagkhali, Rezu, or at such other places as the 
Lieutenant-Governor shall from time to time, by notification in the Calcutta Gazette, prescribe. 

ILL, Removal and passing of produce taken from the reserved forests —Passes for the

In view of diminishing the number of desertions in the Port of Calcutta, the Masters 
and Agents of vessels are requested to observe the following procedure in cases in which 
they apply for a warraut, and the deserter avoids arrest before the date of the vessel’s sailing. 
Application should be made to the Magistrate to record the depositions of the witnesses 
under Section 827 of the Criminal Code of Procedure in the absence of the accused. It 
often happens that, as soon as his vessel has left the port, the deserter appears at the Shipping 
Office for relief as a distressed seaman, or in search of employment, bat escapes arrest, as 
there is no one to proceed with the prosecution, By observing the procedure 
described, the Ship’s Agent can proseoute, and the depositions recorded by the Mi in 
the absence of the accused can, under the section of the Criminal Code of Procedure above
